He told the story of a 
faithless wife and

troubles to Judge Blair in the circuit 
court this morning when the divorce

“But why did you change your 
name to Sloan.*" asked the court of 
Lingenfelter? 
“When I came here I was introduc­ 
ed as Edward Sloan and I just let it 
pass at that. 
I decided to keep the 
name and live down my past life"

Isaacs, a charity worker of I’olum- 
1ms, 0 ., went to Indianapolis to get 
a divorce from her husband, George 
Isaacs, the man who had eloped with 
Mrs. Lingenfelter No. I.

deserted 
her aud in addition she had to get a 
decree of separation to fall heir to a 
-nm of money. She learned upon ar­ 
rival there that Isaacs was presum­ 
ably married to another woman aud 
had several children. 
Investigation by court officials re­ 
vealed that Isaacs had been living 
with Mrs, Lingenfelter without hav­ 
ing divorced his first wife, that Mrs. 
Lingenfelter had been 
liviug 
with 
Isaacs without having been separated 
f rom her first husband who in turn 
had married a Rushville girl under an 
assumed name. 
Isaacs was sent to the workhouse 
and it was agreed Mrs. Isaacs No. I 
and Lingenfelter should each get a 
divorce and clear up the tangle.

ing when lie discussed “The Mormon 
Menace, of Problems of the West.” 
“This is a Christian nation,” said 
the pastor, “but much remains to be 
done. 
Not more than half the people 
counting all denominations, are lined 
up for Christ.” 
Ile told of the wonderful movement 
westward in the last half century. 
He said that iii 927 town- between 
300 and 1,000 
population 
in 
the 
State of Washington there are no 
eligiou* services. 
In Missouri, 
he 
said that are 10,000 towns of the 
same population in which there is 
no religious worship. 
Is this not a 
tome mission problem ? 
he asked. 
“ In many western 
communities,” 
ie continued, “there 
are 
enought 
people to hold religion- worship yet 
it is not done. 
There 
are 
whole 
counties and school di-tiict.- without 
any ><>rt of religion. 
There is a sec­ 
tion of Oregon as big as Vermont in 
which there i- no religious 
service 
of any kind the year around. 
“In many western cities the Bud­ 
dhists are 
working 
for 
converts. 
.Japan is sending $40,000 annually to 
help the Buddhist 
missionaries 
in 
their work. 
Tin- i- a home mission 
problem which ought to stimulate the 
whole church to recognize that we 
should not 
only 
Christianize 
the 
heathen but 
should 
work 
in 
our 
own country. 
In one western State 
there i> a town with more saloons 
than there are churches in the whole 
State." 
The Rev. A. W. Jamieson revealed 
a remarkable familiarity with Mor­ 
monism. 
Ne re-filed in Colorado for 
a number of years and became a c­ 
quainted not only with the sect. but 
with the dealings of Mormons* 
“If Mormonism were any part of 
the church of Jesus ('blist," he said, 
“my tongue would be stilled against 
it. I have 
no 
criticism 
to 
make 
again-t any creed or sect which a c­ 
cept:- ‘'Christ as it- leader and the 
Bible a- ifs guide. 
Briefly the Rev. Mr. Jamieson de­ 
scribed the 
origin 
of 
Mormonism 
ffom their .standpoint. Joseph Smith 
of New York had a divine revelation 
from an angel in 1820 in which he in­ 
structed to 
go to a certain 
cave 
where he would find tablets of gold 
and silver. 
He acted on these in­ 
structions, found the 
tablets, 
and 
with the aid of an angel transcribed 
into English and thus came into ex­ 
istence the book of Mormonism. 
From the standpoint of true his­ 
torians, according to the minister, the 
history of the beginning of this sect 
is 
decidedly 
different. 
A 
certain 
minister, while sick, had a dream. 
He remembered it after he was cured 
and related 
the 
circumstances 
to 
friends. 
They chided him 
and 
he 
wrote that part of the dream which 
he could remember. 
The manuscript was 
stolen 
from 
the publishers. 
When the book of 
Mormon was issued, the wife of toe 
minister declared it was the stolen 
manuscript of her husband, with a 
very few changes. 
The pastor declared Joseph Smith

FINO MAINE’S LOST TURRET. 


L o c a t e d With G u n s In P lace In H a ­ 
v a n a H a rb o r . 
During the work of removing the cof­ 
ferdam built around the hulk of the 
battleship Maine Captain 
Cope, 
in 
charge of the work, found the forward 
turret of the *hip right side up with 
the guns in place. It was located forty 
feet from the [dace where Major Fer­ 
guson found the barbette overturned. 
The strangest thing about the dis­ 
covery of the missing turret is that 
Major Ferguson, in driving the first 
piles for the cofferdam, found the top 
of the turret shorn of all rivets 125 
fct*t from the place it occupied on the 
ship. 
When the water and mud were 
removed and tile ship’s l»ottom was re­ 
vealed the barbette was found near the 
ship’s side, twenty-five feet aft of its 
position on the vessel, and overturned. 
This led to the natural belief that Hie 
turret with the guns was under the 
barbette in the mud. 
The turret must have been blown 
forward with the guns. Why it shodu 
be thrown forward and sink witboat 
overturning, w’hile the barbette 
thrown aft and overturned, is a prJV 
lem for a naval board to explain.

struction on the stand ten days ago. 
Stories of brutal assaults on 
non­ 
union men and open threats to injure 
contractors were told at one of the 
most 
interesting session* that 
has 
been devoted to sifting the evidenc e 
in the dynamite conspiracy. 
The real sensation of the day came 
when Patrick Dugan, former business 
agent and financial secretary of the 
iron workers’ local in this city, was 
called to the stand. 
The witness told 
of the planning of dynamiting jobs 
and other depredations by high offi­ 
cials of the international organization 
and by members of the Indianapolis 
local; testified cf admission that union 
money was spent in an unlawful man­ 
ner, and also told of how ll. S. Hock- 
in, at the 10«»7 international conven­ 
tion of the union held in this city, had 
made a race for office, his campaign 
being based on his assertion that his 
election was deserved as a reward for 
dynamiting. 
His testimony dealt witn 
many phases of the alleged lawless 
operation of a labor union by its offi­ 
cials.

Alleging That Undervaluated Duties 
in Above Sum Are Due From Fed­ 
eral Sugar Company, Suit Ha-, Been 
Brought in Federal Court, Allegation 
Also Being Made That Gratuities 
Were Given Weighers. 


New York, Nov. 21.—In connection 
with a suit brought by the government 
to 
recover 
$119,808.98 
in 
duties, 
charges that gratuities which amount 
to bribes were paid 
by the Federal 
Sugar 
company, 
of 
which 
Claus 
Spreckles is president, to government 
weighers, have been made by the gov­ 
ernm ent 
attorney. 
The 
govern­ 
ment claims that cargoes of sugar re­ 
ceived at the sugar compafiy’s plant 
between 1902 and 1909 w’ere so fre­ 
quently underweighed that the above 
sum in duties is still owing. The sum­ 
mons and complaint were filed in the 
United States district court, and the 
papers were served upon Mr. Spreck­ 
els at his office 
W. Cleveland Runyon, special assist­ 
ant to the attorney general, who has 
charge of the case, gave out this state­ 
ment: 
“T^e present claim against the 
Federal company is the only sugar du­ 
ties claim at thi3 port that has not 
been 
settled. 
The 
American, 
Ar- 
buckles and the National have all set­ 
tled. 
In view cf the facts found by 
Collector Loeb and the departm ent of 
justice and the Federal company’s re­ 
fusal to pay, a suit became inevitable.” 
Mr. Spreckels denied em phaticaly 
that the difference in weight had al­ 
ways been against the government. 
“So far 
as we are concerned,” he 
said, “I wish to say just, this, that we 
have done no wrong. We arg an l i k ­ 
est concern and not in the same cata­ 
logue with concerns that used spring 
scales. 
Refused to Pay a Cent. 


“When this m atter came up and the 
government said that we owed $119,- 
000 in duties because our sugar was 
underweighed, I declined to pay a sin­ 
gle dollar. 
Some months afterward 
Mr. Runyon made a proposition to set­ 
tle at $116,000 or approximately that 
sum. 
I again declared that I would 
not pay a dollar. 
Finally they came 
down to $106,000. Mind you this thing 
has been going on for years. 
“Then just about a year ago they 
made me the proposition to settle for 
$91,000. and last month they came and 
said: 
‘Well, what will you pay. or will 
you pay anything?’ ” 
“I replied. ‘You have had my an­ 
swer for years.

TO ENDTHE WAR 


Armistice Negotiations Now Are 


in Progress, 


MAY MEAN PERMANENT PEACE 


Though Beth Bulgarians a n i Turks 
Arr 
Holding 
Their 
Positions 
at 
Tchataldja, Commanders Are Trying 
to 
Get Together en 
Some 
Plan 
Whereby They Way Honorably Cease 
Shooting at Each Other. 


London. Nov. 21.—Pending the out­ 
come of an effort toward arranging an 
armistice. th< Balkan hostilities ha’ e 
been suspended. 
The allies made 
the proposition for a conference be­ 
tween a repr< tentative of the allies 
and a representative of the Ottoman 
forces, and the Turkish government 
accepted the proposal. 
Nazim Pasha, 
the commander in-ehief of the Turkish 
forces in the field, was appointed to 
represent his government in the ne­ 
gotiations, and General Savoff, the 
commander of the Bulgarian, annie- 
and the man whose military genius is 
credited with the victories against the 
Turks, will represent the allies. 
If the two commanders are able to 
reach an agreement in the matter of 
an armistice, an opportunity will he 
afforded for other representatives of 
all the governments immediately con­ 
cerned to discuss the terms of a per­ 
manent peace. 
Meanwhile both Bul­ 
garians and Turks hold their positions 
at Tchataldja. 


Conflicting 
Reports. 
Statements of the relations of Aus 
tria and Servia are conflicting. 
A dis­ 
patch from Sofia says that the allies 
have definitely abandoned the idea of 
partitioning Albania and that they 
will assist in establishing Albanian 
autonomy. 
Tf this interpretation of 
the attitude of the allies is correct, 
particularly with 
regard to Servia. 
Austria's main ground for contention 
will l ave been removed. 
Dispatches 
from Flume, however, bring informa 
tion of Austria’s continued prepara­ 
tions for hostilities and thereby seem 
to indicate a lack of belief on the part 
of the Buda Pest government in the 
report that the allies are willing to 
forego the division of Albania. 
According to dispatches from Sofia 
of later date than the Constantinople 
advices, all the Turkish reports of Ot­ 
toman victories at Tchataldja are offi­ 
cially declared to he untrue. 
Dis­ 
patches from Athens indicate that the 
temporary armistice at Tchataldja has 
not affected the Greek advance. Three 
Greek columns are marching in the 
direction of Fiorina and are meeting 
with Turkish resistance. 
A dispatch 
from Belgrade contradicts the earlier 
report that a large number of Turks 
had been captured at Monastir. 
Adri- 
anople is still completely invested, 
according to reports from Bulgarian 
sources, 
which 
state 
that 
Turkish 
troops attempting to break through 
the Bulgarian lines were driven hack 
into the city with heavy losses.

FIND MAINE'S LOST TURRET. 


Located With Guns In Place In Ha- 


vana Harbor. 


During the work of removing the cof- 


ferdam, built around the hulk of the 
battleship Maine Captain Pope, in 
charge of the work, found the forward 
turret of the ship right side up with 
the guns in place. It was located forty 
feet from the place where Major Fer- 
guson found the barbette overturned.

sum in duties is still owing. The sum- 
mons and complaint were filed in the 
United States district court, and the 
papers were served upon Mr. Spreck- 
ela at his office 


W. Cleveland Runyon, special assist- 


ant to the attorney general, who has 
charge of the case, gave out this state- 
ment: "The present claim against the 
Federal company is the only sugar da- 
ties claim at this port that has not 
been settled. 
The American, Ar- 


buckles and the National have all set- 
tled. In view of the (acts found by 
Collector Loeb and the department of 
justice and the Federal company's re- s 
fusal to pay, a suit became inevitable."

SEEKING A WAY 
TO END THE WAR 


Armistice Negotiations Now Aru 


In Progress. 


MAY MEAN PERMANENT PEACE 


Though Both Bulgarians and Turks 


Arr Holding Their Positions, at 
Tchataldja, Commanders Are Trying 
to Get Together en Seme Plan 
Whereby They May Honorably Cease 
Shooting at Each Other. 


London, Nov. 21.—Pending'the out- 


Come of an eGort toward arranging an 
armistice, the Balkan hostilities ha-.-e 
been suspended. 
The allies- made 


the proposition for a conference be- 
tween a representative of the allies 
and a representative of the Ottoman 
forces, and the Turkish government 
accepted the proposal. Nazim Pasha, 
the commander-in-chief of the Turkish 
forces in the field, was appointed to 
represent his government in the ne- 
gotiations, and General Savoff, the 
commander of the Bulgarian, armies 
and the man whose military genius is 
credited with the victories against the 
Turks, will represent the allies. 


If the two commanders are able to 


reach an agreement in the matter of 
an armistice, an opportunity will be 
afforded for other representatives of 
all the governments immediately con- 
cerned to discuss the terms of a per- 
manent peace. 
Meanwhile both Bul- 


garians and Turks hold their positions 
at Tchataldja. 
- 


Conflicting 
Reports. 


Statements of the relations of Aus- 


tria and Servia are conflicting. A dis- 
patch from Sofia says that the allies 
have definitely abandoned the idea of 
partitioning Albania and that they 
will assist in establishing Albanian 
autonomy. 
If this interpretation of 


the attitude of the allies Is correct, 
particularly with regard to Servia, 
Austria's main ground for contention 
will have been removed. Dispatches 
from Kiume, however, bring informa- 
tion of Austria's continued prepara- 
tions for hostilities and thereby seem 
to indicate a lack of belief on the part 
of the Buda Pest^ government in the 
report that the allies are willing to 
forego the division of Albania. 


According to dispatches from Sofia 


of later date than the Constantinople 
advices, all the Turkish reports of Ot- 
toman victories at Tchataldja are offi- 
cially declared to be untrue. 
Dis- 


patches from Athens indicate that the 
temporary armistice at Tchataldja has 
not affected the Greek advance. Three 
Greek columns are^ marching in the 
direction of Fiorina and are meeting 
with Turkish resistance. A dispatch 
from Belgrade contradicts the earlier 
report that a large number of Turks 
had been captured at Monastir. Adri- 
anople is still completely invested, 
according to reports from Bulgarian 
sources, 
which state that Turkish 


troops attempting to break through 
the Bulgarian lines were driven bach 
into the city with heavy losses. 


MANY LIVES LOST 


Death List in Jamaican Storm May 


Reach One Hundred. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Nov. 21. — A 


storm at one end of the island and a 
tidal wave at the other end have caus- 
ed the loss of probably 100 lives. Re- 
ports which are just filtering in from 
Montegeo nay state that that town 
was completely wrecked by a cyclone. 
So far over forty bodies have been 
taken from the sea and there are many 
more dead ashore. At Lucca, a small 
town of 2,000 inhabitants on the north- 
west coast, ten bodies nave been 
washed up from the sea. 


The town -of Savanna La Mar, on 


the southwest coast, is reported to 
have been struck by a tidal wave. It 
is said that there has lieen enormous 
damage on that end of the island. 


And Then Didn't Get the Rabbit.

shooting a rabit last Sunday, L. A. 
Smith was confronted by a game war- 
den. Thinking the warden was alone 
Smith ordered him off with a flourish 
of his gun, but when the warden's 
partner appeared, submitted qu'etly 
to arrest.

They were persecuted in New York 
and fled to Ohio.
